Residents  along  the  Provo  River 
and  Utah  Lake  are  being  cautioned 
to  take  measures  to  guard  against 
potential  flooding  of  their  homes  and 
property,  said  Provo’s  mayor  in  a 
press  conference  yesterday. 

“The  flooding  potential  in  Provo 
city  and  along  the  Provo  River  is 
great  right  now,  and  the  potential 
for  private  property  /damage  is  more 
extreme  that  it’s  ever  been,”  said 
Mayor  Joe  Jenkins. 

“We  are  meeting  periodically  with 
county  and  state  officials,  and  they 
are  willing  to  provide  some  help  if  it 
gets  serious,”  he  said. 

“This  could  cost  us  a  lot  of  money 
and  we  don’t  have  any  money  set 
aside  for  flooding.  We  will  just  have 
to  find  the  money  in  our  budget,” 
said  Jenkins. 

Crews  already  working  on  other 
projects  (such  as  parks  and  streets) 
will  be  reassigned  to  work  on  clear¬ 
ing  areas  pinpointed  for  trouble. 

There  are  several  measures  peo¬ 
ple  living  in  flood  danger  areas 
should  be  seriously  considering,  said 
Jenkins.  “People  along  these  areas 
should  be  looking  at  getting  flood 
insurance.  They  should  also  have  a 
72  hour  survival  kit  on  hand,  and  be 
ready  to  leave  at  any.  time.” 

Residents  should  also  have  an 
evacuation  plan  for  their  families, 
and  be  ready  to  relocate  for  up  to  a 
week,  should  flooding  conditions 
wrant  it.  “I  think  we  will  have  a 
three  to  four  day  notice  of  serious 
flooding,”  said  Jenkins. 

There  will  probably  not  be  much 
problem  with  Utah  Lake  flooding 
because  of  diking  in  past  years,  but 
the  lake  is  expected  to  rise  as  high  as 
previously. 

Merrill  Bingham,  director  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Works,  said  satellite  readings  of 
the  water  content  of  the  snowpack 
were  56  inches  as  of  Tuesday. 

“Two  weeks  ago,  the  satellite  in¬ 
dication  was  51  inches.  The  next 
day,  a  field  measurement  showed  a 
six  inch  difference  in  the  readings! 
So  a  more  realistic  figure  for  Tues¬ 
day  would  be  50  inches,”  he  said. 

The  Wasatch  front  zone  has  ex¬ 
perienced  the  wettest  year  since  re¬ 
cords  began  being  kept  in  1933,  said

“For  example,  at  BYU,  there  has 
been  22.33  inches  of  rain  since  the 
water  year  started  in  October  1985. 
The  norm  is  11.76  inches,  making  it 
190  percent  of  what  it  should  be,”  he 
said.  “There  has  been  1.85  inches  of 
rain  so  far  this  month,  and  the  norm 
is  1. 19  inches,  and  this  is  making  the 
soil  rather  unstable.” 

The  key  to  controlling  flooding  is~ 
regulating  the  flow  of  water  from 
the  snow  pack  into  the  dams  and  riv¬ 
ers.  “A  good  rule  of  thumb  is  as  long 
as  you  can  see  snow  in  the  moun¬ 
tains,  you  know  the  rivers  haven’t- 
peaked  yet,”  said  Aler.

The  Pentagon  declined  to  provide 
additional  details.  But  administration 
officials  said  the  Iranians  were 
thought  to  have  been  planning  to 
board  the  SS  President  McKinley  to 
search  it  for  war  material  that  might 
be  bound  for  Iraq. 

Iran,  which  has  been  fighting  Iraq 
for  more  than  five  years,  stopped  and 
searched  the  SS  President  Taylor  last 
January  in  the  Gulf  of  Oman.

Both  the  President  Taylor  and  the 
President  McKinley  are  owned  by 
American  President  Lines  Ltd., 
headquartered  in  Oakland,  Calif.  A 
spokesman,  Stee  Potash,  said 
Wednesday  there  was  no  harm  to  the 
McKinley  or  its  crew  and  that  the  ship 
“did  not  even  deviate  her  course  or 
speed.” 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gor¬ 
bachev  said  Wednesday  night  that  casualties  from 
the  Chernobyl  nuclear  disaster  had  risen  to  nine 
dead  and  299  hospitalized,  but  declared,  “The  worst 
is  behind  us.” 

He  accused  the  West  of  telling  “a  veritable  moun¬ 
tain”  of  lies  about  the  accident. 

Gorbachev’s  25-minute  speech  on  state  television 
was  his  first  public  comment  on  the  explosion  and 
fire  April  26  that  spewed  radioactivity  over  Europe 
and  forced  the  evacuation  of 92,000  people  from  the 
vicinity  of  the  Ukrainian  power  plant. 

He  said  radiation  still  was  dangerous  around  the 
plant,  80  miles  north  of  Kiev. 

‘Our  misfortune’ 

Gorbachev  said  the  probable  cause  of  the  acci¬ 
dent,  which  he  repeatedly  referred  to  as  “our  mis¬ 
fortune,”  was  a  power  surge  and  hydrogen  explo¬ 
sion, 

He  also  announced  that  the  Soviet  Union  will 
extend  its  moratorium  on  nuclear  testing  to  Aug.  6 
and  invited  President  Reagan  to  meet  him  in 
Europe  or  Hiroshima,  Japan,  to  discuss  halting  all 
nuclear  tests. 

The  United  States  dropped  the  first  atomic  bomb 
on  Hiroshima  on  Aug.  6,  1945.  Gorbachev  began 
the  Soviets’  testing  moratorium  last  Aug.  6. 

“The  accident  at  Chernobyl  showed  again,  what 
an  abyss  will  open  if  nuclear  war  befalls  mankind, 
.for  inherent  in  the  nuclear  arsenals  stockpiled  are 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  disasters  far  more 
horrible  than  the  Chernobyl  one,”  he  said. 

The  Soviets  at  first  said  two  people  died  in  the 


accident,  and  later  official  statements  said  six  peo¬ 
ple  died  of  radiation  and  burns.  It  was  not  clear  if 
the  six  included  the  first  two  deaths. 

Previous  official  statements  also  said  about  200 
people  were  hospitalized.  Gorbachev’s  total  of  nine 
included  seven  who  died  in  hospitals  after  the  dis¬ 
aster.  - 

The  Soviet  leader  extended  the  Kremlin’s  condo¬ 
lences  to  the  families  of  victims  for  the  first  time 
and  pledged  to  take  care  of  them. 

Speaking  calmly  and  confidently,  hp  proposed 
greater  international  cooperation  on  nuclear  power 
and  seemed  to  go  most  of  the  way  toward  meeting 
meeting  Western  demands  for  swifter  reporting  of 
future  accidents. 

Although  the  Chernobyl  accident  occurred  in  the 
early  hours  of  April  26,  the  Soviet.  Union  did  not 
acknowledge  it  until  the  night  of  April  28,  after  high 
levels  of  radiation  were  detected  in  Scandinavia. 

Prompt  warnings 

In  his  speech  Wednesday  night,  Gorbachev  sug¬ 
gested  a  prompt  warning  system  for  accidents,  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  U.N. -affiliated  International  Atomic 
Energy  Agency  and  a  conference  to  discuss  acci¬ 
dent  warning. 

“A  system  of  prompt  warning  and  supply  of  in¬ 
formation  in  the  event  of  acidents  and  faults  at 
nuclear  power  stations,  specifically  when  this  is 
accompanied  by  the  escape  of  radioactivity,  should 
be  established  in  the  framework  of  this  regime,”  he 
said,  referring  to  the  international  agency. 

“Likewise  it  is  necessary  to  adjust  an  interna¬ 
tional  mechanism,  both  on  a  bilateral  and  multi¬ 


lateral  basis,  for  the  speediest  rendering  of  mutual 
assistance  when  angerous  situations  emerge.” 

Thanks  specialists 

Gorbachev  thanked  by  name  two  American  spe¬ 
cialists,  Dr.  Robert  P.  Gal  and  Dr.  Paul  Terasaki, 
who  are  helping  perform  bone  marrow  transplants 
on  disaster  victims  in  Moscow  hospitals.  He  did  not 
mention  a  third  U.S.  specialist  and  an  Israeli  doctor 
who  also  are  helping. 

He  responded  to  Western  criticism  of  the  report¬ 
ing  delay  by  alleging  that  U.S.  authorities  did  not 
notify  Congress  and  other  governments  of  the  1979 
nuclear  accident  at  Three  Mile  Island  in  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  for  10  days.1 

Plant  officials  at  Three  Mile  Island  notified  Penn¬ 
sylvania  state  authorities  of  the  accident  within 
hours  and  confirmed  it  to  the  media,  although  full 
information  was  not  yet  available. 

Gorbachev’s  unilateral  nuclear  test  ban  original¬ 
ly  was  scheduled  to  expire  Dec.  31.  He  extended  it 
twice,  but  on  April  11  the  Kremlin  announced  that 
it  no  longer  would  feel  bound  by  the  moratorium 
because  of  continued  U.S.  tests. 

He  invited  Reagan  on  March  29  to  meet  as  soon 
as  possible  in  Europe  to  discuss  a  superpower  test 
ban  treaty.  The  two  men  agreed  in  Geneva  last 
November  that  their  next  summit  would  be  held 
this  year  in  the  United  States. 

Gorbachev  excoriated  the  governments,  politi¬ 
cians  and  media  of  NATO  countries,  especially  the 
United  States,  for  what  he  called  a  “highly  immoral 
campaign”  of  exaggeration  about  the  accident  for 
political  purposes.

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Shultz  confirms  Syrian  buildup 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Secretary 
of  State  George  Shultz  confirmed  on 
Wednesday  a  Syrian  military  buildup 
in  Lebanon  and  said  the  movement  of 
fortifications  closer  to  the  border  with 
Israel  threatened  to  lead  to  another 
Middle  East  war. 

Shultz  also  warned  Syria  that  if 
ongoing  investigations  showed  it 
sponsored  terrorist  incidents  against 
the  United  States,  “We  will  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it.” 

The  State  Department  on  Monday 
had  reported  “No  significant  change” 
in  Syrian  military  arrangements  in 
Lebanon.  But  Shultz,  answering 
questions  after  a  speech  in  which  he 
urged  Congress  to  restore  cuts  in  the 
department’s  budget,  said  “There  is  a 
big  Syrian  buildup.”

Crediting  reports  from  Jerusalem, 
he  said  “They  have  been  moving  their 
fortifications  forward  in  Lebanon. 
There  are  investigations  going  on  ab¬ 
out  various  terorist  incidents  in  which 
Syria  may  or  may  not  have  been  in¬ 
volved.  That  remains  to  be  seen.” 

Still,  Shultz  said,  the  Arab  country

don’t  believe  a  war  between  Israel 
and  Syria  would  serve  either  party’s 
interest,  and  we  have  cautioned 
against  it.” 

According  to  Israeli  and  Western 
military  sources,  in  the  last  few 
months  the  Syrian  army  has  been 
building  forward  artillery  and  tank 
trenches  in  southern  Lebanon  but  had 
not  yet  installed  any  military  hard¬ 
ware  in  the  trenches. 

Syria  is  one  of  the  five  countries 
listed  by  the  State  Department  as 
supporters  of  terrorism.  The  others 
are  Cuba,  Libya,  Iran  and  South 


Yemen. 

Shultz  said  it  was  U.S.  policy  to 
identify  such  countries.  Beyond  that, 
he  said,  “We  will  do  something  about 
it.”  But  he  refused  to  say  what  action 
might  be  taken. 

“It  is  not  the  right  thing  for  us  to 
say  what  we  will  do  tactically,”  he 
said. 

Deputy  Secretary  of  State  John  C. 
Whitehead  said  Tuesday  the  United 
States  was  aware  of  evidence  that 
couldlink  Syria  to  the  aborted  April  17 
attempt  to  bomb  an  El  A1  airliner  in 
London  and  a  terrorist  bombing  last 
month  in  West  Berlin  in  which  an 
American  soldier  and  a  Turkish 
woman  were  killed. 

Shultz  declined,  meanwhile,  to  say 
whether  Syria  was  playing  an  active 
role  in  trying  to  secure  the  release  of 
five  Americans  and  five  Frenchmen 
believed  to  be  held  hostage  in 
Lebanon.

FAA  uncertain  of  passenger  safety 


DETROIT  (AP)  —  A  study  of  74 
conversations  between  doctors  and 
patients  found  that  physicians  are  not 
good  listeners,  and  as  a  result  some¬ 
times  don’t  find  out  about  all  of  the 
patient’s  ailments,  researchers  say. 

The  study  found  physicians  were 
quick  to  interrupt  patients  describing 
symptoms  and  rarely  allowed  pa¬ 
tients  to  explain  completely  what  was 
bothering  them,  said  Dr.  Howard  B. 

Beckman  of  the  Wayne  State  Medical 

“We  found  that  most  patients  have  Waldheim  signed  massacre  reports 

between  one  and  five  things  that  they  **  1 

want  to  talk  about,”  Beckman  said. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Congressional  investigators  charged  Wednesday 
that  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  “cannot  say  with  assurance”  that 
airlines  it  oversees  are  obeying  passenger  safety  regulations. 

Moreover,  said  auditors  from  the  General  Accounting  Office,  the  FAA 
suffers  from  a  shortage  of  safety  inspectors  and  lacks  fundamental  information 
about  its  own  inspection  program. 

The  GAO  representatives  told  a  House  aviation  subcommittee  that  while 
the  FAA  recognizes  the  problems  and  is  trying  to  find  solutions,  it  may  take 
years  before  an  adequate  airline  monitoring  program  is  in  place.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Documents  in  the  N ational  Archives  have  linked  Kurt 
Waldheim  with  reprisal  massacres  against  Yugoslavian  villages  in  1944,  the 
World  Jewish  Congress  charged  today. 

The  documents,  signed  with  Waldheim’s  name,  are  reports  pinpointing 
activities  by  “bandits,”  or  partisans,  on  the  Stip-Kocane  road.  Within  48 
hours,  three  villages  were  burnt  to  the  ground,  and  114  people  were  killed. 

Another  document  released  by  the  group,  also  signed  with  Waldheim’s 
name,  reported  that  in  another  instance,  739  partisans  were  killed  and  94 
prisoners  taken  —  though  only  63  weapons  were  confiscated. 


South  African  police  shoot  2  at  rally 


JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  Police  broke  up  a  huge  rally 
Wednesday  prostesting  a  black  homeland’s  acceptance  of  independence,  and 
at  least  two  youths  were  shot  dead,  witnesses  said. 

Police  and  army  riot  patrols  fired  repeated  barrages  of  rubber  bullets, 
buckshot  and  tear  gas  to  disperse  about  25,000  blacks  at  Siyabuswa,  the 
capital  of  the  Kwa  Ndebele  homeland  northeast  of  Pretoria. 

The  government  of  South  Africa  established  the  homelands  as  part  of  a 
policy  with  the  initial  goal  of  moving  all  of  the  country’s  24  million  blacks  to 
homelands. 


3  found,  8  still  missing  on  Mt.  Hood 


TIMBERLINE  LODGE,  Ore.  (AP)  —  Thirteen  students  and  advisers 
hiking  up  Mount  Hood  were  ambushed  by  a  blinding  snowstorm  near  the 
summit,  and  eight  remained  missing  Wednesday  as  doctors  struggled  to 
revive  three  who  were  found  half-frozen. 

The  bodies  of  the  three  teen-agers,  part  of  a  group  of  climbers  from  a 
Portland  high  school,  were  found  Wednesday  morning  about  7,500  feet  up  the 
mountain,  where  wind  chill  temperatures  had  dropped  to  50  degrees  below 
zero. 

The  half-frozen  students  had  a  core  temperature  of  43  degrees  Fahrenheit 
when  found. 


Woman  vs.  woman  in  governor  race 


OMAHA,  Neb.  (AP)  —  The  first  two  women  to  square  off  as  major  party 
gubernatorial  candidates  are  political  veterans  who  say  gender  is  not  impor¬ 
tant  in  their  race  to  be  Nebraska’s  chief  executive. 

Democrat  Helen  Boosalis  and  Republican  Kay  Orr,  winners  in  Nebraska’s 
primary  election,  had  stressed  their  background  in  government  during  the 
campaign  to  succeed  Democratic  Gov.  Bob  Kerrey,  who  is  not  seeking  a 
second  term.

Soviet  accident 
should  prompt 
self-evaluation 

In  evaluating  the  aftermath  of  the  Chernobyl  nuclear  disaster, 
perhaps  the  United  States  needs  to  take  a  hard  look  at  itself  before 
criticizing  Soviet  silence  too  harshly. 

Clearly,  not  alerting  other  nations  to  the  situation  was  wrong;  the 
neglect  of  their  neighbors  borders  on  the  criminal.  But  rather  than 
giving  the  Soviet  government  a  cold  glare  of  condemnation  while 
sitting  smugly  in  an  open  society,  Americans  should  ask  themselves 
“could  such  a  cover-up  happen  here?” 

Most  would  probably  initially  answer  with  an  emphatic  “no!”  But  the

-  press  caught  wind  of  the  inci¬ 
dent  and  the  government  scrambled  to  regain  a  good  deal  of  lost  face. 

Then  there  was  the  initial  hushing  up  of  the  invasion  of  Grenada.  Of 
course,  the  Watergate  scandal  stands  as  probably  the  biggest  breach 
of  public  faith  in  the  history  of  the  nation. 

While  these  incidents  show  our  leaders  are  capable  of  deception, 
they  are  n’t. related  to  an  issue  as  volatile  as  nuclear  power,  which  has 
the  capacity  of  affecting  millions  of  people  for  thousands  of  years.  But  a 
recent  domestic  nuclear  accident  comes  a  little  closer  to  home. 

Although  officials  did  not  wait  two  days  to  alert  and  evacuate  the 
public  when  a  reactor  at  Three  Mile  Island  near  Harrisburg,  Pa. ,  had  a 
partial  meltdown  and  radioactivity  was  released  into  the  atmosphere, 
some  people  were  concerned  that  the  problem  had  not  been  publicized 
at  the  first  sign  of  trouble.  The  reactor  there  is  still  being  decontamin¬ 
ated. 

The  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission  has  estimated  there  is  a  45 
percent  chance  of  a  meltdown  or  a  partial  meltdown  at  a  U.S.  commer¬ 
cial  plant  in  the  next  20  years.  So  it  seems  likely  the  United  States  will 
have  the  chance  to  show  it  is  on  the  up  and  up  with  its  citizens  and  with 
the  world  with  respect  to  nuclear  safety  sometime  in  the  near  future. 
Americans  need  to  do  all  they  can  to  ensure  responsible  people  who 
will  do  the  right  thing  are  in  the  right  positions. 


Flood-relief  fast  OK 

An  in-state  ad  hoc  committee  concerned  with  the  rising  waters  of  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  has  recently  been  flooded  —  not  with  water,  but  with 
protests. 

Several  groups  have  criticized  a  plea,  made  by  the  commissioners 
who  comprise  the  committee,  for  a  day  of  prayer  and  fasting  for  flood 
relief.  On  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month,  an  estimated  300,000  to 
500,000  northern  Utahns  responded  to  the  request,  asking  for  divine 
intervention  in  the  serious  rise.  The  groups  contend  that  the  proposal 
was  an  “unacceptable  abuse  of  separation  of  church  and  state.”  This  is 
not  necessarily  so. 

The  history  of  the  United  States  is  marked  by  men  and  women  who 
had  faith  in  a  higher  power.  While  structuring  the  Constitution,  the 
founders  of  our  country  proposed  to  begin  each  day  with  a  prayer  for 
guidance  in  their  work.  Unfortunately,  funds  to  hire  a  minister  were 
unavailable,  and  the  plan  was  not  implemented.  But  the  hope  of  some 
outside  help  was  there. 

In  much  the  same  way,  the  commissioners  were  seeking  help  with  a 
difficult  problem.  The  request  did  not  receive  any  official  government 
endorsement  and  was  not  limited  to  members  of  any  particular  faith; 
Weber  County  Commissioner  Robert  Hunter  said  many  persuasions 
responded  enthusiastically  to  the  request. 

If  the  council  had  been  shirking  its  responsibility  by  hiding  behind 
prayer  there  would  be  cause  for  concern,  but  members  were  actively 
looking  into  alternatives.  As  Utah  Attorney  General  David  L.  Wilkin¬ 
son  said  Tuesdayof  his  declining  to  respond  to  the  protests,  “I’m  not 
sure  there’s  been  any  abuse.”

tax  benefit  really  weigh 

that  much  in  the  saver’s  decision  to  plan  for  the 
golden  years? 

The  tax  reform  project  before  Congress  still 
allows  the  interest  on  the  IRAs  to  be  tax-deferred, 
and,  if  the  person’s  job  doesn’t  provide  for  a  pension 
plan,  he  or  she  can  still  defer  the  $2,000  into  an  IRA 
account  under  the  existing  program. 

The  bottom  line  of  the  IRA  is  that  the  banking 
industry  is  the  main  beneficiary  of  the  IRA 
accounts.  For  the  saver  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time 
until  he  will  have  to  pay  the  tax  on  the  money. 
Meanwhile,  the  banks  get  a  lot  more  money  to  use 
for  their  various  loans  and  other  projects. 

The  banks  do  need  money  to  operate.  But  people 
should  save  for  saving’s  sake  and  not  for  tax  breaks. 
The  number  of  IRAs  may  drop  off,  but  the  banks 
will  still  have  plenty  of  investment  funds  to  work 
with.  Let’s  have  the  banks  come  up  with  their  own 
way  to  encourage  IRA  savings. 

The  banking  industry  says  it  will  hit  Capital  Hill 
with  its  powerful  lobbying  organization.  We 
shouldn’t  allow  their  money  tocontrol  us.  They  need 
to  serve  us,  so  let’s  give  our  govememt  the  break  it 
needs  to  solve  its  budget  fiasco. 

The  tax  reform  should  go  through  as  it  now 
stands.  We  need  to  have  a  country  that  invests  for 
investment’s  sake  an  not  for  a  tax  break.  We  need 
to  have  our  finances  independent  of  government. 
An  IRA  without  a  tax  clause  hovering  over  it  would 
bring  more  security.
